The defence raised comprehended a de- 
nial of McMahon's being in the crowd 
other than casually, and that he was there 
AS A mere spectator, without taking any 
part in the disturbance with avy intention 
to add to the riot. 

Ilis Lordship in charging the jury, de- 
clared the law upon the case and recapitu- 
lated the facta. 

The jury having returned a verdict of 
guilly against McMahon. 

His Lordship piceseed to condemn the 
prisoners. “Ie drow a line between the 
conduct of McMahon and the rest of the 
prisonors who pleaded guilty. McMahon 
appeared to lave been more active in the 
crowd than his companions, and tho fact 
of his liaving threatened Orangemen pre- 
viously to the occurrence, told against him 
as haying premeditated an attack upon 
some of the representatives of that body. 
As Irishimon, if they possessed a spark of 
proper feeling, they muat- feel that it was 
shameful to keep alive the feuds aud ani- 
mositses of centuries past. They were not 
boing tried for anything more sorious than 
riotous assault, or he should, if thoy had 
been tound guilty, have dealt more serious- 
ly with them. For this offence, he should 
sontence King, Carroll and Maguiro to three 
months imprisonment, and McMahon to 
five months.

In a few instances these 
outrages have been avenged by the Indians, 
by shooting their aggressors or killing their 
stock. These acts of retribution are called 
Indian outrages, and are made the pretext 
for fresh outrages upon the poor red skins. 
Our informant has been in the habit for 
years of making weekly trips in the prose- | 
cution of his business through the heart of 
the country in which the hostalities are 
reported, and has seen no disposition mani- 
fested to molest the whites who behave

Were the various officials that have been 
and are connected with this road, possessed of 
| a tithe of the energy and integrity of tho pre~ 

sent general manager and chief engineer, a 
very different state of things would now be 
obtained. 

The parties from whom the report emanates 
could ete yery little of the geography of 
Canada, or the history of the origin and pro- 

ress of the Grand Trunk, or they would not 
Fara attribuled the absence of dividends to the 
classification of the freight tariff, “ although in- 
congruities may therein exist,” or to the office 
of general manager being filled by a civil 
engineer, who has merely been a few months 
in charge of the management, and, consequent- 
ly not responsible for what occurred before his 
assumption of office. 

Tf the consiruction and management of the 
road had been in the first instance committed 
to the hands of gentlemen whg not only had 
previously had experience in such matters, but 
were acquainted with the country and the chief 
channels through which its trade flowed—we 
would not now behold the existence of every 
town and yillage between Toronto and Mon- 
treal ignored, and a great solirce of revenue 
from local traffic thus lost to the company. 
‘As a striking instance I may state that the 
city of Kingston possesses a harbor unsurpass- 
ed by any inland one in America. This harbor 
is at the foot of the great and magnificent 
chain of Canadian lnkes, and the head! of the 
mighty St. Tawrence river, and the Rideau 
canal, into which harbour I haye scen twenty 
sailing vessels entering together, heavily freight; 
ed with tho rich products of th» west these 
freights were proce secking the seaboard, 
being destined for a European market, It js 
a yell known fact that the owners and cap- 
tains of these ye-sels dislike to descend the 
St. Lawrence, in consequence of the delay in 
returning by the canals, and the necessary ex- 
ense of townge in ascending the river, again, 
t is also an established fact that vessels can 
enter the bay of Kingston some weeks after 
these canals are closed by ice in the fall, and 
before the disdppearance of the ice in the 
spring.« It hos been a source of astonish- 
ment to many why the G. 'T. directors do not 
tako adyantage. of this favourable position of 
Kingston, and form an attachment to its har- 
bour, but I ean inform the Liverpool stock» 
holders that the depot is located two milos

In the morning ef- 
fected a landing on the island, which was 
a low lagoon island, with a small growth 
of brushwood, but no inhabitants. Soon 
after the ship strock, she bilged, and lay 
over on hor beam ends, the surf breaking 
over her. Saved n fay provigigngy inptru- 
ments, Go. Remained on thy island ten 
days, during which time, owing to the 
heavy surf, was not able to board tho 
ship only two days, 

About March 14, the captain, first offi- 
cer and five mon left the Island in a life 
boat, taking with them: $12,000 in speci 
which they had succeeded in saving, ani 
proceeded to Pitcaira’s [sland, about seren- 
ty-five miles distant, with the laps af fall- 
ing in with a whaler. On arriving at Pit- 
cairn’s experienced great difficulty in laud- 
ing; had the boat stove in the breakers, 
and fgnnd the.island destitute of iuhiqbitants, 
these having left for sft & Island two 
years provions. Found wild goats and 
some vegitables growing npor the island 
upon which thay subsisted four months.— 
During this time, with some old tools, 
which wore found among }]\¢ deserted Iab- 
itations, they pee ser with great labor, 
hewing the timber from the trees of tho 
island a hoat about thirty feet in length, 
fastened partly with waaden pazs and part: 
ly with iron, in which, having succeeded in 
Jaunching her on the 23nt July, Eatiain 
Knowles, the first officer, (J. F, Bart ett) 
and two men, omliarked fmm Piteairn’s 
for Tahiti, three men preferring to remain. 
Met a heavy gale from the northwest, which 
lasted throo days, forcing them to steor fer 
Noukaheva, Marquesas Islands, distancp 
1200 miles, where thay arriyad qn the Tal 
of Augnst, ‘Thor they foynd the United 
States ship Vandalia, Captain A. Sinclair, 
who at aneg received them on bart and 
at once sot sail for Qneg, vin Tahiti, leaying 
Papeete August 12th. Ray 8. and offi: 
cors treated the shipwrecked party” with 
truo hospitality, and made all expedition in 
proceeding to the rescue of those who re- 
mained nt Ondo, nambering 31 persons al 
told. At ‘Iwhiti, Capt. Knowles remained 
on shore, the first officer pracaading in the 
Vandalia to tho wraok af the Wild Wave.
